HON. J.G, GARDINER EXPLAINS 
GOVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE 


In commenting on demands for a 
continuance of the 80-cent minimum 
price, Hon, J.G. Gardiner, minister of 
Agriculture, has stated that the fixed 
price of 60 cents was as far as the 
government could safely go. Only 
once in the past 50 years had the price 
of wheat gone below 60 cents for the 
year’s average. 

A fixed price of 80 cents under con- 
ditions like the present would cost the 
government $100,000,000 which would 
be 22 per cent of all federal revenues. 
He said the government “obviously 
could not take that risk.” 

If the western wheat industry 
should cost the federal treasury that 
amount in the next year “our chances 
of developing a reasonable plan of in- 
surance would be destroyed for a long 
time to come,” the minister stated.

Largest Battleships 

The President has exercised the 
tight given to him by the Naval Ex- 
pansion Act of 1938 and has given 
the navy authority to proceed with 
the construction of two 45,000-ton 
battleships. 

Behind the debate over the Naval, 
Expansion Act lay an Italian news- 
paper story to the effect that Japan 
had laid down two 42,000-ton battle- 
ships 

That story, printed in the Fall of 
1937, has not been confirmed from 
Japanese sources, but how success- 
ful the Japanese are in guarding the 
details of their naval building pro- 
gram may be judged from the fol- 
lowing: In a recent compilation of 
information relating to the navies of 
the principal powers, prepared by the 
British First Lord of the Admiralty, 
under Japan, battleships, building 
ind projected, is found the 
entry, “Not Known”. 

Presumably the President and his 
naval advisers have discovered more

evidence than the Italian newspaper 
article of 19387 affords that Japan or 
some other Power is building battle- 
ships larger than 35,000 tons.
